A large group of manufacturers 
reporting to the association shipped 
in July 143 per cent. of their Janu- 
ary, 1925 shipments as compared 
with 167 per cent. in June and 172 
per cent. in May. The July level 
was higher than in 1926, however, 
when shipments aggregated 133 per 
cent.

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CAR DEMAND IN 
CAROLINAS GAINS 


| Improved Conditions of | 
Crops Reflected in | 
Motive Sales 


By J. A. DALY 
HARLOTTE, N. -C., Aug. 24.— 
Improving crop conditions 
have caused a marked increase in 


the demand for automobiles in 
the Caro‘inas in the past .fort- 
night, according to- statements 
| made today by J. P. Harris of 
Charlotte, president of the North 
Carolina Automotive Trade Asso- 
ciation. 

General conditions in the auto- 
motive trade of the Carolinas. are 
sound and encouraging, said Mr 
Harris. Signs of improvement, 
which first began to become ap- 
parent about six weeks ago, now are 
definite, he said, and the recent 
developments of particular interest 
to agriculture are exerting a strong- 
ly favorable influence upon the 
automotive trade in this state and 
South Carolina. 

The crop conditions in fhe tobacco 
belt, where marketing now is, or 
soon will be, in progress are re- 
flected in a sharp upturn in the de- 
mand for automobiles, trucks and 
replacement supplies. The prospects 
of the cotton crop, ranging from fair 
to good, mostly good, also are en- 
couraging cotton growers to antici- 
pate collecting the proceeds of the 
approaching harvest by more libera’ 
buying of automotive products, saic 
Mr. Harris. 

The advent of new models in 
number of lines of automobiles ha 
served to stimulate public interes 
in almost all lines, according to in- 
formation received by Mr. Harris 
Another factor in the trade afford- 
ing some encouragement is the ten- 
dency in scattered localities of sub- 
stantial business men to form new 
organizations for the retail sale of 
cars. 

Sales of automobiles in North 
Carolina in the first six months of 
this year were 7,816 machines less 
than in the corresponding period of 
last year when the total for the first 
half-year was 28,000 in round num- 
bers. according to figures compiled 
by Mr. Harris from records of the 
association. This decrease is shown 
by the records to be due chiefly to 
the relatively low sales of Ford cars, 
he said. 

Almost all lines of cars suffered 
losses in sales during the past six 
months, as compared with the totals 
for the same period of last year, it 
was shown by Mr. Harris’ records 
The Chrevolet line was a notable 
exception, however, as the demand 
for these cars caused an increase of 
more than 80 per cent. over the 
total for the same period of the 
previous year
